10.1 Any facility used for a sanitary landfill, a 
refuse transfer station, a refuse incinerator with a 
grate area in excess of 10 square feet, an incinerator 
used for disposing of human or animal parts irres- 
pective of grate area, a refuse composting plant, a 
residual waste storage or treatment plant, a dump- 
ing ground for refuse or any other works for treating 
or disposing of refuse. By ‘‘refuse’’ is meant all solid 
or liquid waste materials, including garbage and rub- 
bish, sludge and residual waste, but not including 
sewage. This type of facility shall not be allowed in 
any other zoning district. 


10.2 Area, Frontage and Yard Space Require- 
ments 

The proposed site shall contain a minimum 
area of 45,000 square feet and a minimum frontage 
onan accepted street of 150 feet. There shall be pro- 
vided an open yard space of not less than 100 feet 
along the front property line and not less than 35 feet 
along each side property line and not less than 50 
feet along the rear line of each lot. 


10.3 Building Height Restrictions 


Buildings shall not exceed 55 feet in 
height. 


10.4 Site Plan Approval 


(A) Requirement For Site Plan 
No facility shall be constructed or enlarged, ex- 


cept in conformity with a site plan bearing an en- 
dorsement of approval by the Board of Appeals. Said 
site plan shall show, among other things, all existing 
and proposed buildings, all existing structures, park- 
ing spaces, driveway openings, driveways, service 
areas, and other open uses, all facilities for 
sewerage, refuse and other waste disposal and for 
surface water, drainage, and all landscaping 
features such as walks, fences, walls, planting areas 
and greenbelts on the lot. 


(B) Procedure Approval 

Any person desiring approval of a site plan under 
this Section shall submit said plan in triplicate pre- 
pared by a Registered Land Surveyor or Professional 
Engineer, with application for approval thereof, 
directly to the Board of Appeals. The Board shall, 
within ten (10) days after receipt thereof, transmit 
one copy of each plan to the Planning Board and to 
the Board of Health, which said Boards may, in their 
discretion, investigate the case and report in writing 
their recommendations to the Board of Appeals. 

The Board of Appeals shall not take final action on 
such plan until it has received a report thereon from 
the Planning Board and Board of Health, or until said 
Planning Board and Board of Health have allowed 
thirty-five (35) days to elapse after receipt of such 
plan without submission of a report thereon. 

No Buldings or access facilities shall be placed on 
any portion of the land determined by the Board of 
Health to be unsuitable for such construction. 

In exercising its jurisdiction under this Section, 
the Board of Appeals shall conform to all require- 
ments of procedure applicable to all Boards of Ap- 
peals when deciding requests for special permits 
under General Laws Chapter 40A as amended (in- 
cluding the requirements thereof for public notice 
and hearing.) 


(C) General Conditions for Approval 

In considering a site plan under this Section, the 
Board of Appeals shall assure to a degree consistent 
with a reasonable use of the site for the purposes 
permitted or permissable by regulations of the 
district in which located. The applicant shall show to 
the Board of Appeals by written or other exhibits that 
the proposed use will not be noxious, offensive, or 
detrimental to the neighborhood or to the Town by 
reason of special danger of fire or explosion, pollu- 
tion of water-ways, emission of corrosive, toxic or 
noisome fumes, gas, smoke, soot, obnoxious dust, 
disagreeable odors, offensive noises or vibrations or 
other objectionable characteristics. 


(D) Authority of the Board 

The Board of Appeals shall have power to modify 
or amend its approval of a site plan on application of 
the owner, lessee, or mortgagee of the premises, or 
upon its own motion if such power is reserved by the 
Board in its original approval. All of the provisions of 
this Section applicable to approval shall, where apt, 
be applicable to such modifications or amendment, 
including the requirements of notice and public hear- 
ing 
or act in relation thereto.

7. The Selectmen may accept or reject all offers 
that they deem not to be in the best interest of 
the Town.

Fees—An annual registration fee will be 
established forthwith by the Board of Select- 
men and adjusted from time to time as re- 
quired in order to cover the cost of the 
registration program; in no case will the fee 
schedule exceed the cost of administering 
this by-law.

SECTION 3—SURVEYING AND DRAFTING REQUIREMENTS 

3.1 The site plan shall be prepared by a registered 

professional engineer, and registered land 

surveyor and shall be clearly and legibly drawn 
on 4 mil mylar, matte one side. The size of this 
plan shall be 18 inches by 24 inches in overall 

dimension with a % inch margin on all sides or a 

maximum size of 24 inches by 36 inches with 

match line for additional sheets if necessary. 

When first submitted, the plan may be drawn in 

pencil. The copies of the final approved plan 

shall be submitted for signature in a form appro- 
priate for recording in the Registry of Deeds. 

One copy shall be retained by the Planning 

Board. 

3.3 The horizontal scale shall be no less than 40 feet 
to the inch. For profiles if required the vertical 
scale shall be 4 feet to the inch. Alocus plan of a 
scale of one inch equals 400 feet is to be includ- 
ed on the plan. 

3.4 All elevations shall be referred to the National 
Geodetic Vertical Datum (NGVD) of 1929. A des- 
cription of the benchmarks used must appear on 
the site plan.

4.3 The north point, indicating true or magnetic. 

4.4 The names of all abutting owners with a book 
and page reference to their deed as shown on 
the most recent tax list including those on the 
opposite side of public or private roads. 

4.5 The names, widths, and exterior lines of existing 
ways, public or private; the boundaries of ex- 
isting areas dedicated to other public uses; and 
the location and character of other easements, 
public or private, and side, front, and rear yards, 
and fire lanes, within or adjacent to the site. 

4.6 The edge of vegetative wetland as specified by 
the Wetland Protection Act Chapter 131, Section 
40 of Massachusetts General Laws must be 
shown. The 100-year Flood Elevation must be 
shown if available. 

4.7 The location of all existing permanent monu- 
ments of all fences, walls, buildings, waterways 
and natural drainage courses, large boulders or 
outcroppings of rock, trees six inches or more in 
diameter, existing landscaping to be retained 
and proposed landscaping. All buildings shall be 
shown on the site plan. 

4.8 All street lines, lot lines or other boundaries shall 
be accurately dimensioned and have a bearing. 
The length and radii should be shown for all the 
curving property lines. 

4.9 Topography, with two-foot contour intervals, with 
spot elevations shown on all paved surfaces, 
curbing, walks and walls. The elevations of all 
man holes, and inverts. 

4.10All roads must have spot elevations every 50 
feet at top and bottom of curb, at the rear and far 
side of the road and centerline elevations. 

4.11Size and location of existing and proposed water 
mains and their appurtenances.

SECTION 5—CRITERIA FOR APPROVAL 
In considering a site plan under this section, the 

Planning Board shall require conformance with the 

following conditions: 

5.1 Internal circulation and egress shall provide for 
traffic safety, and access to and from minor 
streets servicing one-family dwellings shall be 
minimized. 

5.2 Visibility of parking and service areas from ad- 
joining streets and districts shall be minimized. 

5.3 Adequate access to each structure for fire and 
service equipment shall be provided. 

5.4 Utilities and drainage in the vicinity shall be ade- 
quate. 

5.5 Exterior lighting shall not shine on adjoining pro- 
perties. 

5.6 Effective use shall be made of topography, land- 
scaping, and building placement to enhance the 
neighborhood. 


SECTION 6—PUBLIC HEARING 
6.1 The Planning Board shall hold a public hearing 
within 60 days after the site plan has been trans- 
mitted to the Planning Board. 
Notice of the public hearing shall be given by 
publication to be not less than fourteen days be- 
fore the day of the hearing and by posting such 
notice in a conspicuous place in the Town Hall 
for a period of not less than fourteen days before 
the day of such hearing. 

At least 14 days prior to the Public Hearing, 

Notice shall be sent by certified mail to the peti- 

tioner, abutters, owners of land directly opposite 

on any public or private street or way, and 
owners of land within 300 feet of the property 
lines all as they appear on the most recent ap- 
plicable tax list, notwithstanding that the land of 
any such owner is located in another city or 
town; and to the Planning Board of an adjoining 

city or town when the site is located within 300 

feet of such city or town. 

6.4 The applicant shall be responsible for payment 
of all costs and fees involved in the submission, 
hearing, and approval sections of these regula- 
tions. 


SECTION 7—FINAL ACTION 

The Planning Board shall take final action ona site 
plan within sixty (60) days after the public hearing. 
The failure to do so will constitute a favorable action 
by the Planning Board. Final action shall consist of 
approval of the site plan, or a provisional approval 
making the site plan subject to conditions, modifica- 
tions, and restrictions set forth therein by the Plann- 
ing Board.

SECTION 8—IMPLEMENTATION AND COMPLETION OF 
PLAN 

An approved or conditionally approved site plan 
shall be carried into effect and completed by the ap- 
plicant within one (1) year of the date of approval. 
The Planning Board may at the time of the approval 
Or conditional approval of any site plan or thereafter, 
upon application therefor, grant such extensions of 
time, each not longer than one (1) year, as it shall 
deem necessary to carry the site plan into effect. 


SECTION 9—WAIVED REQUIREMENTS 

When in the opinion of the Planning Board, the 
alteration or reconstruction of a structure does not 
substantially change the relationship of the structure 
to the site and to abutting properties and structures, 
the Planning Board may determine, without a public 
hearing, that submission of a site plan is not re- 
quired. Upon application, such a determination may 
be made by an affirmative vote of not less than all 
members of the Planning Board present except one, 
and in no event less than four members, and all the 
abutters must be notified by certified mail, return receipt 
requested, at least seven days prior to the meeting at 
which such vote is to be taken. The involved struc- 
ture shall be as shown on a site plan previously ap- 
proved under this section or on a plan determined by 
the Planning Board to be equivalent to a site plan. 
Such plan, with all proposed changes shown there- 
on, shall be included with the application. The pro- 
posed alteration or reconstruction shall not enlarge 
the structure or change its location on the site and 
no change shall be made in the size and shape of the 
site.

3. Lighting 

Lighting fixtures for parking areas, located on the 
exterior of buildings and on other structures or signs, 
shall be so arranged that they neither unreasonably 
distract occupants of nearby properties nor interfere 
with traffic on any public way. They shall be so plac- 
ed or hooded as to prevent direct light from shining 
onto any street or adjacent property.

Parking facilities shall provide specially desig- 
nated parking spaces for the physically handicapped 
as follows:

road dump trucks, and the like. 


2.0 Requirements 
2.1 Registration—All Off-the-Road Motor Vehi- 
cles must be registered with the Police De- 
partment under the direction of the Chief of 
Police. The following registration informa- 
tion must be supplied and up-dated, as re- 
quired, by the owner of the Off-the-Road 
Motor Vehicle; this information will be main- 
tained by the Police Department as a Public 


Record; 
a. owner's name, address, and date of 
birth 


b. vehicle’s make, model, serial number(s), 
color, engine displacement, and prin- 
cipal place of garaging. 

Fees—An annual registration fee will be 
established forthwith by the Board of Select- 
men and adjusted from time to time as re- 
quired in order to cover the cost of the 
registration program; in no case will the fee 
schedule exceed the cost of administering 
this By-Law. 

Registration Plates—Upon the payment of 

the proper fee and supplying the necessary 

information in Sections 2.1 and 2.2, a regis- 
tration plate will be issued to the owner of 
the Off-the-Road Motor Vehicle. 

2.4 Display of the Registration Plate—The Off- 

the-Road Motor Vehicle registration plate 

will be attached by the owner or his agent in 
such a way that it is clearly visible from the 
rear of the vehicle; it is the responsibility of 
the owner to insure its visibility at all times. 

Penalties—A court conviction of failure to 

meet provisions of this By-Law will result in 

the loss of the Off-the-Road Motor Vehicle 
and its subsequent sale at Public Auction. 

Public Auction—From time to time, but at 

least once annually, if required, the Board of 

Selectmen will vote to authorize the sale at 

Public Auction of Off-the-Road Motor Vehi- 

cles acquired under Section 2.5 of this By- 

Law; fourteen days before the sale at Public 

Auction, an advertisement must appear in at 

least one local newspaper having a circula- 

tion greater than twenty percent of the 
households in the Town.

2.2 Small Car Spaces 

In parking facilities containing more than 40 
parking spaces, 15% of such parking 
spaces may be for small car use. Such small 
car spaces, if provided, shall have a depth of 
at least 15 feet. The width of the parking 
space and the maneuvering aisle shall not 
vary from that set forth in Subsection 2.1 
above. Such small car stalls shall be located 
in contiguous areas and shall be suitable 
and conspicuously designated. 


3. Lighting 

Lighting fixtures for parking areas, located on the 
exterior of buildings and on other structures or signs, 
shall be so arranged that they neither unreasonably 
distract occupants of nearby properties nor interfere 
with traffic on any public way. They shall be so plac- 
ed or hooded as to prevent direct light from shining 
onto any street or adjacent property. 


4. Handicapped Parking 

Parking facilities shall provide specially desig- 
nated parking spaces for the physically handicapped 
as follows: 


Total Number of Spaces Handicapped Spaces 


6-25 1 space 
26-40 2 spaces 
41-100 5% of the total spaces 
101-300 4% of the total spaces 
301-800 3% of the total spaces 


Greater than 800 2% of the total spaces 


Handicapped spaces shall be clearly identified by a 
sign that states that these spaces are reserved for 
physically handicapped persons. Such spaces shall 
be located in that portion of the parking facility near- 
est the entrance to the use or structure which the 
parking facility serves. Handicapped spaces shall 
have a minimum width of at least twelve (12) feet and 
a minimum depth of at least nineteen (19) feet for all 
angle parking and twenty-four (24) feet for all parallel 
parking. 


5. Minimum Parking Space and Loading Requirements 

5.1 Residential or Permitted Accessory - 2 per dwell- 
ing. 

5.2 Boarding or Lodging Dwelling - 
boarder & lodger. 

5.3 Neighborhood & General Business - 1 per 200 
square feet of floor area excluding base- 
ment storage areas. 

5.4 Hotel, Motel, Restaurant - 1 per guest room, 
plus one space for each 3 seats of rated 
Capacity of dining room and function areas, 
plus 1 space for each 4 employees and 
loading space for delivery and collection 
vehicles. 

5.5 Medical, Dental - 3 per Doctor or Dentist plus 1 
space for each employee. 

5.6 Nursing Home - 1 for each 4 beds design 
Capacity. 

5.7 Place of Public Assembly - 1 space for each 
three seats therein. 

5.8 Schools - 1 space for each classroom therein 
plus 1 space for each 2 employees or staff 
member other than teachers, or wherein an 
auditorium is provided, one space for each 
three seats therein. 

5.9 Apartment Houses - One and one-half parking 
spaces for each room accommodation or 
apartment therein and loading space for 
delivery and collection vehicles. 

5.10Distribution and Industrial Establishments - One 
parking space for each two persons em- 
ployed on the largest anticipated shift, plus 
one space for each company owned or 
operated vehicle, plus spaces _ for

5.11O0ther uses requiring off-street parking and 
loading spaces shall be determined by the 
Building Commissioner.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
AND TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


In 1981 the Board of Selectmen held twenty-four 
regular meetings. Complaints were received by the 
Selectmen and Town Administrator and most were 
resolved. 

The major events of the year were as follows: 

In accordance with the Town Charter, the Town 
Administrator prepared and submitted to both the 
Board of Selectmen and Finance Committee a 
5-year Capital Program for 1981-1982 through 
1985-1986. 

After the March election, the Board of Selectmen 
reorganized, electing as its Chairman Thomas H. 
Conway, Jr.; George S. Gracie, Jr., Vice-Chairman; 
Gordon C. Brainerd, Secretary; and Arthur L. Doyle 
and Thomas Greenhalgh. 

In January the Board of Selectmen authorized an 
increase in water charges and other fees and 
charges to meet some of the demands imposed by 
the passage of Proposition 22. 

Middlesex Turnpike from Manning Road to Con- 
cord Road was reconstructed and paved with 
bituminous concrete. 

Several drainage problems were corrected on 
Wyman Road, Webb Brook Road and Patten Road. 

A Town-Wide Clean-Up of roadways was initiated 
in the spring by the Town Administrator. There were 
several volunteers and organizations who con- 
tributed to the success of this project. 

The redesign and reconstruction of Billerica 
Center under the T.O.P.I.C.S. Program was started in 
the early spring. The only remaining items to be com- 
pleted are the installation of traffic control devices 
and seeding of the Common. 

In view of the fact that the Pollard School, An- 
dover Road, had been vacant and vandalized, the 
building was removed. 

Funds were appropriated at the Town Meeting to 
purchase a fire pumper for the Fire Department. 
Funds were appropriated to spray for Gypsy Moths 
in 1982. 

The Selectmen approved several Industrial 
Development Finance Bonds for new construction. 

A Reorganization of Public Works was. ac- 
complished, which consolidated the Water Treat- 
ment, Water Maintenance and Water Billing under 
one Supervisor, and Motor Equipment Repairs was 
made part of the Highway Department. 

The Housing Rehabilitation Program in the Nut- 
tings Lake Area was completed and $173,222 was 
expended to rehabilitate homes in this area. 

The Board of Selectmen and Town Administrator 
acknowledge and appreciate the cooperation and 
assistance that has been provided by all Town 
boards, commissions, committees and departments 
during the year.

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HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Billerica Historical Commission submits the 
following report of activity during 1981. The Commis- 
sion meets regularly on the first Wednesday of each 
month and at such other times as the need arises. 

As predicted in our last report, our principal preoc- 
Cupation this year has been the preparation of an 
overall preservation plan for Billerica. The Northern 
Middlesex Area Commission was awarded a one- 
year matching grant by the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission in support of this, as a pilot 
project for northern Middlesex County. Ms. Mary 
Gene Myer has been able to devote about half-time 
to us and to: 

1) materially extend our local inventory, especial- 
ly in North Billerica 


2) prepare a location map of inventoried proper- 
ties 

3) assemble a hand-book of preservation tools 
and aids 

4) up-date our draft applications to extend the Na- 
tional Register listing of the Billerica Common 
district 

5) up-date our draft application to list Billerica 
Mills (the North Billerica mill village) on the Na- 
tional Register 

6) prepare an illustrated lecture (slides, keyed to 


a taped text) on the development of Billerica 


Mills. 

Copies of the location maps (2) and accompany- 
ing list will be placed with the library, the Planning 
Board, the Conservation Commission, the Building 
Inspector, the High School, the Historical Commis- 
sion and the Historical Society. The illustrated lec- 
ture was presented to combined classes in the high 
school on November 23, 1981, and to an open 
meeting of the Billerica Historical Society on 
January 30, 1982. Copies will be placed in the 
library, the High School and with the Historical Com- 
mission. 

Applications to the National Register have been 
‘“‘on hold”’ for about six months, pending formulation 
of new regulations under the Preservation Act of 
1966. Our application for the Manning Manse, first 
submitted in 1980, has recently moved back to ‘‘ac- 
tive review’ status (#87 in an informal tally of back- 
logged applications). We hope to submit final ap- 
plications for the expansion of Billerica Common and 
the listing of Billerica Mills early in 1982. In the 
meantime, all three enjoyu some protection as 
“register eligible’’ properties. 

We shall miss Ms. Myer. In the years ahead, 
others will come to share our grateful appreciation 
for her substantive over-view of our tangible 
historical assets and the local development which 
they record. 

We note with regret that the Pollard School (1898) 
is gone; a viable new occupancy could not be ar- 
ranged. Concerted efforts by the Billerica Housing 
Authority may enable them to recycle and thus 
preserve the Talbot School (1902, 1926). An 
historical footnote, when the Talbot School was first 


opened, its immediate predecessor was recycled as 
housing by the Talbot Mills. The Howe High School 
(1915, 1930) is vacant and, at the moment, alter- 
native uses are still under discussion. All three point 
up the fundamental importance of alternative use in 
historical preservation; empty, non-functional struc- 
tures cannot long be preserved. The public and com- 
munity buildings of Billerica Mills at the turn of the 
century have largely disappeared for want of viable 
usage. 

The Commission has responded to requests for in- 
formation and/or review from the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission, the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Works, Northern Middlesex Area 
Commission, Billerica Department of Public Works, 
and other town officers. Freeling McDewell 
represents the Commission on the advisory commit- 
tee to the Community Block Development Grant for 
Nutting Lake.

NORTHERN MIDDLESEX AREA COMMISSION 


The Northern Middlesex Area Commission's 
regional planning program, during 1981, continued 
emphasis on transportation, environmental, and 
community revitalization issues. These programs, 
collectively, are aimed at the Commission’s overall 
policy of allocating development in the region where 
it can be best accommodated. This long standing 
NMAC policy is especially important in this decade 
when limited financial and energy resources de- 
mand that every decision, public and private, bring 
about maximum efficiencies, and a clear understan- 
ding of the interactions between seemingly diverse 
policies and functions. 

Like all other governmental organizations, Nor- 
thern Middlesex Area Commission found 1981 to be 
a year of substantial adjustment. New directions in 
Federal policy and the bedgetary limitations voted in 
Massachusetts have made it necessary to stretch 
program dollars as far as possible without giving up 
the principal objectives of the Commission. The 
Commission believes that it can play a significant 
-role in this period of governmental adjustment. In 
many cases cost-effective local solutions to 
municipal problems may be best reached by two or 
more communities working cooperatively, although 
in many cases a comprehensive planning analysis 
will indicate that the greatest efficiency can be 
achieved by the community alone. In any event, it is 
a Careful analysis of the short and long term implica- 
tions of a decision through a planning process that 
can provide the basis for a well informed decision. 
The Commission is dedicated to providing just such 
information. 

During the past year, the Commission engaged in 
a number of specific activities in the context of its 
overall regional comprehensive planning mandate. 
These included: 

1. Center Development Studies in Chelmsford and Pep- 
perell. These studies in the older commercial areas 
were aimed at revitalization in the commercial and 
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residential areas around these centers. This pro- 
gram continued an effort of several years which has 
touched upon the older centers and neighborhoods 
of every town in the region and has targeted funding 
and low interest loan assistance. 

2. Historic Preservation is a concern to every com- 
munity in the Northern Middlesex area, and the Com- 
mission’s program extended advice to all of the 
Historic Commissions. The particular emphasis dur- 
ing the past year was on Billerica’s Mill Village, a 
historic area of North Billerica. Working closely with 
the Historic Commission, the Historical Society, the 
School Department, and other interested local of- 
ficials the program evaluated and reported this 
area's historical significance and provided con- 
siderable encouragement for future revitalization ac- 
tivities in the neighborhood. 

3. Sub-Division Roads were analyzed in the Towns of 
Westford and Tyngsborough with a view towards im- 
proved and more sensitive regulatory procedures 
that would enable better design and more realistic 
regulatory procedures. 

4. Hazardous Waste was given increased emphasis 
by recent State regulatory procedures. The Commis- 
sion endeavored to provide Hazardous Waste Coor- 
dinators with as much information as is available 
and to respond responsibly to the issues raised by 
the proposed site in the Town of Westford. 

5. Transportation Planning comprises the bulk of the 
Commission's budget and involves planning for 
road, transit, and related facilities. This planning is 
undertaken cooperatively with the State’s Executive 
Office of Transportation and Construction, the State 
Department of Public Works, the Lowell Regional 
Transit Authority, and the Commission. Together 
these agencies form a ‘‘Metropolitan Planning 
Organization’’ to meet the planning requirements for 
Federal assistance. The Commission's efforts in 
1981 resulted in a number of achievements: 

e Support and encouragement for a long awaited 
Environmental Impact Report on an additional 
bridge crossing over the Merrimack River. 

e Traffic management in highly commercial 
‘“‘strips’’ on major corridors with particular focus 
on Route 38 in Tewksbury. 

e Survey and analysis of neighborhood traffic and 
circulation problems in the selected ‘‘develop- 
ment centers’’ for which other NMAC planning 
was underway. 

e Analysis of air quality implications of 
region’s transportation network. 

e Amajor program in downtown Lowell to improve 
pedestrian circulation, transit facility, parking 
and truck traffic movement in the downtown. 
This project which involves cooperation bet- 
ween the Commission, the Transit Authority, 
Lowell's Preservation Commission, and the City 
was one of thirty-seven selected ‘‘transportation 
systems management”’ programs funded nation- 
wide during the past year. 

e Transit planning and analysis was continued to 
assist the Lowell Regional Transit Authority in 
monitoring and planning its services and effi- 
ciences. 

e Transportation Improvement Program was prepared 
which focussed the various transportation pro- 
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grams for which area communities seek Federal 
funding was forwarded to State and Federal of- 
ficials for inclusion in overall statewide 
priorities. 

6. Data Management, especially in light of the 1980 
Census figures, was a continuing NMAC service. 
The Commission became an affiliate Data Center in 
cooperation with the Commonwealth and the Bureau 
of the Census. This service is extensively utilized by 
all communities and by other public and private in- 
terests which serve or wish to serve our region. 

7. A Clearinghouse for many State and Federal pro- 
grams is maintained by the Commission. This Clear- 
inghouse receives notice of many categories of 
Federal and State decision pending, including grants 
and aids, housing assistance, environmental impact 
reviews, and industrial development financing. The 
Commission circulates notice of these pending mat- 
ters to the communities and interests which are im- 
pacted and forwards this advice and comments for 
consideration by the State and Federal decision 
maker. Over two hundred and forty-seven million 
dollars ($247,000,000) in projects were reviewed in 
1981. 

There are other numerous other areas of involve- 
ment in technical assistance to local boards and 
committees and to others interested in the region 
and its communities. The items reported are intend- 
ed to provide an overview and sense of NMAC con- 
cern and direction. 

In FY 1981 the Commission expended just under 
$281,000 of which $60,000 was paid by assessment 
of the nine (9) member communities on a per capita 
basis. It is expected that the 1982 budget will reflect 
a slight reduction in the per capita assessment. 

The Commission invites full participation in its 
planning process by all citizens of the nine com- 
munities of our region. There are various ways to 
participate on advisory committees, workshops and 
the like. In the final analysis, NMAC’s effectiveness 
depends on the voluntary cooperation of the com- 
munities we serve. We are grateful for the assis- 
tance support and encouragement we have received 
in 1981 and in past years.

BILLERICA PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Our first full year in the new library has been 
rewarding and productive. 1981 was a growth year 
for the Billerica Public Library. Response to the new 
library continued to be overwhelming with an in- 
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crease in usage of nearly 45% over the last full year 
in the old library. 

A major effort was made this year to improve the 
resources and programs of the library. In this regard, 
we feel very successful. Nearly 4,000 new titles 
were added to the collection, as well as, hundreds of 
paperbacks. In addition, over 50 programs for the 
public were presented free of charge. They included 
such topics as career planning, vegetable garden- 
ing, breadmaking, photography, motorcycling, back 
pain, Black dance and music, running a business in 
your home, financial planning for women, building 
self-esteem, hang gliding, stress-management, bee 
keeping and many more. Other activities included a 
trip to Tanglewood to hear the Boston Symphony Or- 
chestra, story hours for the kids, film programs, yo- 
yo demonstrations, concerts, a threatre trip to see A 
Chorus Line, and so on. In short, something for 
everyone! 

A large part of our success in the programming 
area is attributable to our dynamic and hardworking 
Friends of the Library, formed just one year ago. 
Their fund-raising efforts have enabled the library to 
purchase many new audiovisual materials in our 
children’s rooms, as well as, present programs of 
special interest for the public. We thank them for 
their untiring efforts. 

Another addition this year was the ‘‘Career Cor- 
ner’. Made possible through a $25,000. federal 
grant, this occupational resource has been widely 
used by all ages. 

The highlight of the year, for me, was our 1st Birth- 
day Celebration. The combined efforts of the library 
staff, the Friends of the Library, and the community 
succeeded in producing a week of fun-filled activity 
for all. The re-creation of the human chain, the yard- 
long birthday cake made in a replica of the building, 
the balloon launch, the jazz concert and all the 
thousands of smiling faces that passed through the 
library that week are among my fondest memories. 

Among my least favorite memories was the 
passage of Prop. 2%, which led to the downfall of 
BEBO our faithful bookmobile. After seven years of 
faithful service to the readers of Billerica this tax 
saving measure forced its demise. 

Looking back on a productive year is always a 
pleasure. However, we are not planning to rest on 
our past successes. We are looking forward to even 
greater strides in 1982 as we continue to make the 
Billerica Public Library a vital and growing educa- 
tional, recreational and cultural center in the com- 
munity.

The report of the Planning Board for the Town of 
Billerica for the year ending December 31, 1981 is 
as follows: 

At the Annual Town election for 1981, one new 
member was elected to the Planning Board to 
replace one retiring member. Bruce E. Richardson 
was elected to replace Paul Kilian. 

The Planning Board was very busy in 1981. They 
held 21 regular meetings and 10 special meetings. 

There were four new subdivisions presented. 

1. High Pine Estates, a 7 lot, residential. 

2. Flintlock Acres, a 70 lot, residential. 

3. Shawsheen Estates Revised, a 55 
residential. 

4. Sterling Road Industrial Park Il, a 4 lot, in- 
dustrial. 

There were fourteen hearings for rezoning and by- 
law changes. Six were for rezonings, we approved 
three and said no to two, and one was withdrawn 
without prejudice. There were eight hearings for by- 
law changes, we approved six and said no to two. 

One of the hearings we had this year was to up- 
date the fees for new subdivisions. By doing this we 
brought into the Treasurer’s office $10,310.00 as op- 
posed to the old fees, which would have been 
$340.00. 

Also this past year we asked for and received 
money from Town Meeting to hire a consultant 
whenever a new subdivision comes before us. We 
hired two different firms after we reviewed over 
twenty resumes from companies and individuals. We 
feel this is a big improvement to the Planning Board 
in the way it has to work to prevent problems in the 
future, especially where drainage is concerned. 

At the present time the Planning Board is holding 
$190,209.84 for subdivisions that we are working on, 
this does not include the new subdivision, and 
$59,683.99 for subdivisions that is being held by the 
Treasurer. 

The Planning Board thanks all the town Boards 
and Committees for their help this past year.

| will continue to devote much of my time during 
1982 to working with Town and State agencies, as 
well aS concerned parties in the private sector, in ef- 
forts to secure the funds necessary to improve safe- 
ty conditions on our community's roadways. 

| expect to see the first phase of the Allen Road re- 
construction project begin in 1982. This project 
should prove to be a substantial gain in motor vehi- 
cle and pedestrian safety in this area. Traffic con- 
gestion during peak traffic periods, at several other 
key areas, will also receive priority attention in 1982. 

Traffic improvements during 1981 included the 
completion of the one-way rotary traffic pattern and 
traffic reconstruction of Billerica Center (TOPICS), 
the completion of traffic and pedestrian signals, as 
well as design work at the intersections of Boston 
Road and Cook Street. These projects were ac- 
complished at no cost to the Town, | might add. 
Flashing warning lights were also installed at the in- 
tersections of Concord Road and Middlesex Turn- 
pike, Nashua Road and Rangeway Road, and at An- 
dover Road and Whipple Road. Speed limits were set 
and speed signs posted on Middlesex Turnpike and 
on Andover Road. 


BILLERICA CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


1981 has been the busiest year thus far in the 
history of the Conservation Commission in Billerica. 
The work load of the Commission has once again in- 
creased over previous years, mainly due to the Nut- 
ting Lake Water Quality Restoration Project and 
Wetlands Protection Act duties. Under the Wetlands 
Protection Act, 18 filings for work in wetlands were 
received, 23 public hearings were held, 3 formal 
Determinations of Applicability were made and 25 
Orders of Conditions were issued along with 14 Cer- 
tificates of Compliance, 26 Permit Extensions, 4 Per- 
mit Modifications and 5 Cease and Desist Orders. 

The Nutting Lake Water Quality Restoration Pro- 
ject again received the Commission’s most attention 
and consumed a great deal of our time in 1981. 
Because of delays in both dredging and sediment 
removal (totalling more than three months), overall 
production was somewhat less than was expected. 
However, taking into account the nature and timing 
of these delays, the Commission did well to get as 
much accomplished as it did (approximately 41,000 
cubic yards of sediment were removed). Looking 
ahead to next year, barring any unforseen cir- 
cumstances, we should be able to begin dredging 
April 1st, and we shall start in the east basin of the 
lake. 

A quick rundown of other major things that have 
transpired throughout the year include: 

1. On other Commission projects, the cut-a-cord 
program was continued this year. 15 permits were 
issued to residents and the cutting took place on 
Conservation Lands off Shady Hill Avenue, Pear! 
Street and the Middlesex Turnpike. 

2. The Commission has applied for additional fun- 
ding from the EPA to successfully finish the Nutting 
Lake Water Quality Restoration Project. 

3. The Commission has accepted two gifts of land 
totalling nine acres in Billerica to be used for Conser- 
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vation purposes as well as a gift of a three-car 
garage to be used presently as a storage shed and in 
the future as a comfort station/bathhouse/field office 
(when the Lake Project is finished). Also, another 
firm has agreed to donate the furnishings and labor 
necessary to renovate this structure into the bath- 
house/office. 

4. Fred King, the Environmental Affairs  In- 
vestigator, and Michael Medeiros, the Conservation 
Assistant, both resigned at different times during the 
year (Mike in June and Fred in October). Martin 
Houlne was hired in June to fill the vacancy in the 
Assistant’s position and in November he was 
unanimously appointed to replace Fred King. A new 
assistant will be hired in the Spring of 1982. 

5. George Cunningham, a member of the Conser- 
vation Commission for six years, resigned his posi- 
tion in November. Anew member shall be appointed 
early in 1982. 

The Billerica Conservation Commission holds 
meetings on the second and fourth Wednesdays of 
the month in the Town Hall starting at 8 P.M. and all 
are welcome to attend.

BILLERICA HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


To The Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 


Mrs. Katherine Millerick, R.N. was appointed to 
the Board in March, 1981 and was elected 
Secretary. Mrs. E. Winona LaVigne retired as Prin- 
cipal Clerk Secretary in October after many years of 
dedicated service. Her interest covered the Town as 
a whole in performing her work in the Health Depart- 
ment. Mrs. Patricia Mitchell, R.N. resigned for health 
reasons as a Public Health Nurse in July, 1981. Both 
served the Town well. Annette Struzziero, a 
registered nurse, as part of her training at University 
of Lowell, worked for the department for five weeks. 
Mrs. Jeanne LeGallo of Billerica was employed as 
Principal Clerk Secretary on Decembre 7, 1981. 

During the year 1981, the Health Department was 
confronted with several air polution problems that 
were resolved. The Pond Street dump owners re- 
quested permission to raise the finished elevation of 
the project and is completing an Environment Im- 
pact Report before final approval will be granted by 
the Department of Environmental Quality Engineer- 
ing. 

The Board has followed the progress of the North 
East Solid Waste Committee. The large annual cost 
of participation is a deterent if the Pond Street dump 
has a lifetime of ten or more years. Proper operation 
can make this dump a financial asset to the com- 
munity. Billerica is in a rare situation in that there is 


no appropriation by the Town for disposing of solid 
waste. In the past Town Meeting, the voters rejected 
the support of grabage collection and the subsidiza- 
tion of septage dumping saving $75,000 per year. At 
the end of the year, the Board voted to notify the pro- 
per authorities that they were opposed to the W.R. 
Grace proposal to dump hazardous material in the 
Assabet River. 

Child Auto Restraint has now become a law in 
Massachusetts. The Nursing Staff has had an in- 
structional program for the use of proper equipment 
for several years and many proper child car seats 
are already in use in Billerica.

Each of the activities are evaluated for need and 
results. They are found to be well attended and fulfill- 
ed a need. 

Robert W. Rimbach, Registered Sanitarian, con- 
ducted his usual routine monthly inspections of food 
handling establishments with bacterial swabs taken 
as required. Milk and cream samples were taken at 
random from delivery trucks and retail outlets and 
were examined for conformance to state standards. 
Plans for new restaurants and markets were review- 
ed and final inspections were made before permits 
were issued. Complaints relative to condition of 
general products were investigated with proper ac- 
tion being taken. The number of locations increases 
every year. In addition to the record keeping, en- 
forcement orders and general office duties, public 
assistance has become very time consuming and 
we wish to take this opportunity to thank all the 
Boards and Committees in Town for their increased 
cooperation which enables us to continue this 
assistance. 

The Health Department activities cover illegal 
dumping, solid waste disposal, subsurface sanitary 
disposal, septage disposal, public and semipublic 
swimming areas, market and restaurant food handl- 
ing, quality of well water, air and noise pollution, 
general assistance to the public with living condition 
problems, prevention clinics, and nursing care.

ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT 


During the year we did engineering for the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, Planning Board, and other 
agencies in Town. Some of the projects we worked 
on are listed below. 

Highway layout and construction: Allen Road Re- 
construction. Street Acceptance plans, Lilac Street 
resurfacing, Garden Court, highway paving program, 
and the improvements in the Center. The improve- 
ments in the Center are funded under the TOPICS 
Program, and are about 50% complete. 

Highway planning and safety: Signals were install- 
ed at the Boston Road-Cook Street intersection with 
funds provided under the Urban Systems Program; 
we assisted the Police Department Safety Officer, 
Lt. Buckland with traffic counts and reports on road- 
ways and intersections, including interesections 
with streets proposed in subdivisions under review 
by the Planning Board, curb cuts primarily for in- 
dustries, and businesses seeking access to existing 
ways, many of which were along the Middlesex Turn- 
pike this year; On State highways we continued to 
serve as an intermediary on applications for curb 
cuts; we reviewed plans and the installation of 
underground telephone cables along the right of way 
at existing streets; flashing caution lights were in- 
stalled at the Andover Rd.-Whipple Rd. intersection 
and the Nashua Rd.-Rangeway Rad. intersection; and 
the problem of poor sight distance on Stag Drive has 
been studied. 

Drainage work included investigation of problems, 
preparation of plans or inspection of construction at: 
Chestnut St., Meadowbank Rd., Lexington Rad., 
Parker Terr., Wyman Rd., McKee Brook, Little 
McKee Brook, Alexander Rd. culvert, Webb Brook 
Rd., Culvert, CR-14 basin, Covington Ave., Meadow- 


lark & Anniversary Lane, Nashua Rd. at Treble Cove 
Rd., Middlesex Turnpike, Shore Acres, West Running 
Brook Rd., Nolte Rd., Patten Rd., and Dudley Rd. 

Under the direction of the Planning Board we 
worked on the following subdivisions: Ledgewood, 
Ironwood St., Regal Estates, Green Valley Acres, 
Turnpike Acres, Allenhurst, Tower Farms, Sterling 
Rd., Suburban Industrial Park, High Pines Estates, 
Riverdale Heights, and Flintlock Acres. 

Under the direction of the Cemetery Commission 
we prepared plans for the expansion of another sec- 
tion of the Fox Hill Cemetery and assisted as needed 
with construction; assisted the Housing Authority in 
a search for sites for low and moderate income 
housing, prepared plans for the possible use of the 
Howe Junior High School for another purpose, per- 
ambulated a portion of the Town bounds, designed a 
ramp for use by the handicapped at the Town Hall, 
assisted with the construction of a recreation field at 
the High School.

energy source and hydro-power programs, coor- 
dinating the reconstruction of the gazebo as a Boy 
Scout project, photographs to document construc- 
tion or for use in situations with a likelihood of litiga- 
tion, graphics, plans, charts and graphs, a review 
and report on tax sale land, and the ongoing demoli- 
tion program. 

We continued to serve as a delegate or represen- 
tative of the Town at outside hearings including the 
Oliver Bill, diversion of the flow in the Sudbury River, 
the regional water supply study and the recent ef- 
forts of the Commonwealth to obtain primacy for 
underground water source protection. 

Maps and plans were supplied by making prints 
from documents on file in the Department, house 
numbers were assigned and we continued to provide 
site and utility location information to those who 
have a need of the information we have ac- 
cumulated in our files.

TREE MOTH & PARK DIVISION 


The Tree Dept. during 1981 removed a total of 153 
trees throughout the Town. This included 45 Elms 
which were infected with Dutch Elm Disease. Brush 
was cut wherever necesary. Poison Ivy was also 
controlled during the summer months. 

Maintenance activities consisted of grass cutting 
and fertilizing on all playgrounds, squares, com- 
mons, and the football field. The Park Dept. now 
maintains approximately 55 acres of land which in- 
cludes one football field, nine ball fields, nine tennis 
courts, fifty Veterans Squares, and the new Veterans 
Memorial Park located on Treble Cove Road. 

Major projects that the Tree and Park Dept. ac- 
complished during the past year was a complete 
relocation and construction of the infield at Camp- 
bell Field, clearing approximately 3 acres of 
woodland at the Fox Hill Cemetery for future grave- 
sites, and, in cooperation with |I&M Electric Co. add- 
ed many new Xmas lights on the Town Hall and Com- 
mon and buried conduit to all existing trees in the 
Common for future expansion of lights. 

For the second year in a row, Billerica has had a 
serious outbreak of Gypsy moth. Reports from the 
State and County indicate that the problem in the 
Spring/Summer 1982 will also be severe. At the Fall 
Town Meeting a sum of over $50,000.00 was ap- 
propriated for Aerial spraying of this pest this Spring. 


At this printing the Chemical and other aspects of 
this undertaking have yet to be formulated. 

At this time plans for projects for next year include 
Gypsy Moth Spraying, a Tot Playground to be lo- 
cated across from the Boys Club at Campbell Field 
and a new Senior Baseball Field to be located adja- 
cent to the now existing Soccer Field at the Locke 
School.

WATER SYSTEMS DIVISION 


In July of 1981 the Billing, Maintenance and Treat- 
ment Division of the Water Department were 
reorganized and consolidated under one office. This 
effort has shown positive results in all areas of the 
delivery of potable water to the water-takers of 
Billerica. 

After careful analysis of the existing water billing 
rates and rate structure in 1981, it was necessary to 
increase water rates and establish a new rate struc- 
ture. The new rate structure is a progressive one and 
will serve to encourage water conservation in both 
industrial and residential water use. This was the 
first water rate increase in Billerica since 1955. 
There were 125 new accounts added in 1981, bring- 
ing the total of water takers to 9626. 

The Water Maintenance Division was responsible 
for the repair of approximately 93 water main or ser- 
vice breaks and 43 broken fire hydrants, under 
emergency conditions. On a day to day basis, 218 
meters were repaired, replaced or calibrated. During 
the winter months, the Water Maintenance Division 
responded to 146 frozen service calls, which was an 
increase of approximately 85% from the previous 
year. The Water Maintenance Division supported 
other Public Works divisions with the location of 
water mains and services in the field. Also, two 
flushing programs were accomplished in 1981 which 
have shown excellent results in the water quality in 
recent months. There is no substitute for a frequent 
and comprehensive system flushing program. 

The Water Treatment Division treated and 
pumped 1.2 billion gallons of potable water in 1981. 
This was an 8% reduction over the total for 1980. 
The following is a Summary of monthly water produc- 
tion volumes: 


January 85.46 mill.gal. July 126.45 mill.gal. 
February 77.55 mill.gal. Aug. 125.12 mill.gal. 
March 75.60 mill.gal. Sept. 100.74 mill.gal.

TOTAL 1,201,260,000 gal. 


The peak consumption day was June 16, 1981 
when 6,630,000 gallons was treated and pumped to 
the consumer. 

The water treatment laboratory continued to 
monitor the Town’s drinking water on a daily basis as 
well as to support residents in testing well samples. 
Along with our ongoing program of sampling for the 
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State Department of Environmental Quality Engin- 
eering, the laboratory is participating in a national 
program for testing by the Environmental Protection 
Agency. The treatment plant staff has continued ef- 
forts to reduce expenditures by revising the produc- 
tion scheduling and instituted other conservation 
methods to insure the most efficient use of energy 
consumption within the plant. These efforts have 
shown considerable reductions in energy costs in re- 
cent months. The Division has made application to 
the State Division of Water Supply for funds to be 
issued for distribution system improvements for leak 
detection and rehabilitation. These funds, if awarded 
in 1982, would provide needed support for funding 
badly needed system improvements. 

The Water Systems Division will continue its ef- 
forts to provide the highest water quality possible to 
the consumer and perform required distribution 
maintenance and improvements as necessary.

REPORT OF THE 
WASTEWATER TREATMENT PLANT 


The total raw sewerage flow received at the 
Letchworth Avenue Waste Treatment Plant for the 
year 1981 was 462.523 million gallons or an average 
daily flow of 1.303 million gallons per day. This figure 
reflects a 16.7% increase over the 1980 flow. As a 
result of these increases, sludge production reached 
the level of 14.7 million gallons or an average of 
41,500 gallons per day. This figure represents an in- 
crease of 20.1% over the 1980 level of production. 

During the course of 1981, a Survey was con- 
ducted of all industrial contributors to the sewer 
system to aid in determining volumes and consti- 
tuents of wastes received. Consequently, an inten- 
sive industrial monitoring program was instituted to 
protect the best interests of all parties. 

In the fall of 1981, treatment plant personnel 
began several of the courses in wastewater treat- 
ment offered by the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts at the University of Lowell. It is hoped that with 
continuing education, the treatment staff can im- 
prove on its % level of staff certification, which is 
undoubtedly one of the highest rates in the state. 

During the course of the year, the following units 
were connected to the sewage collection system.

With the, continued growth of the youth and adult 


recreation activities, in conjunction with the elimina- 
tion of the school intramural activities, the demand 
for, and continued excessive use of our available 
field areas remains our most critical problem. The 
generous residents of the youth activities have 
donated uncountable hours of labor and money to 
maintain the fields we have and the Recreation 
Department expresses it’s sincere thanks to these 
people. Without them, we never would have been 
able to achieve the limited progress we made. 
~The rapidly increasing use of recreational 
vehicles, mainly trail bikes, has surfaced an entirely 
new dimension of field damage for the Recreation 
Department and the youth activities to combat. 
Repeated pleas for assistance from the parents of 
owners of these vehicles has been almost totally ig- 
nored. They continue to destroy our fields and con- 
sume more and more of our money allocated for 
field improvement. The Police Department has work- 
ed hard to assist us however, until we can secure the 
sides and rear of our fields, which border wooded 
areas, they are unable to apprehend these irrespon- 
sible people. 

During the past year, the Recreation Department 
purchased the first playground gym equipment the 
town has had in many years which will be installed at 
the Lampson Field in the spring. 

The Recreation Department has developed a 10 
year plan to; 1. create additional field areas to meet 
our needs; 2. secure and protect our fields from 
malicious damage by fencing rear and sides; and 3. 
bring playgrounds back to all sections of the town. 

The Recreation Self Supporting Revolving Ac- 
count, which was approved this year, allowed us to 
provide the town with some additional programs, at 
a fee, that otherwise could not have been done. We 
expect to expand on this in the 82/83 year by adding 
more programs of interest to the residents. 

During the year, we had a change in Recreation 
Supervisors. Bernie McKenna resigned to move to 
Florida and he was replaced by Joe Higgins, who 
has a creditable background in recreation. Joe has 
provided the town with many new and creative ideas 
that will enhance Billerica and it’s residents. We look 
for many new programs this year and next year, with 
no increase in cost to the town. 

Again, the town expresses it’s sincere thanks to 
those who donated many hours of labor and use of 
equipment to help us in our goal to provide sound 
recreation and leisure programs for Billerica 
residents of all ages.

LOWELL REGIONAL TRANSIT AUTHORITY 


The Lowell Regional Transit Authority helps to 
finance regular fixed route bus service between 
Billerica and Lowell and commuter rail service bet- 
ween North Billerica Station and Boston. 

Regular route service operates Monday through 
Friday, with the first bus leaving Billerica at 7:25 a.m. 
and the last bus leaving Lowell for Billerica at 5:15 
p.m. The service is provided by LoLaw Transit Man- 
agement, Inc. under contract to the LRTA. There are 
five (5) round trips per day. Fares range from a 
minimum of 40¢ to a maximum of 70¢ depending 
upon where one gets on or off the bus. Senior 
Citizens and the Handicapped pay half fare. Rider- 
ship was some 25,122 in 1981, representing an in- 
crease of 15% over 1980. Billerica residents, 
benefited from all promotions sponsored by the 
LRTA including the free Santa’s Jolly Trolley during 
the Christmas Holidays. for information on regular 
route service, residents should call 452-6161. 

Commuter rail service between the North Billerica 
Station and Boston is operated by the B&M Railroad. 
Some 15 round trips are provided on weekdays. Dur- 
ing this past year, some service adjustments were 
instituted and fares were increased. Capital im- 
provements were made to the commuter rail station, 
including new platforms and a new shelter. Addi- 
tional funds have been approved which will allow us 
to make improvements to the parking areas over the 
next year. Some 140,000 passengers were served 
from the North Billerica commuter rail station in 
1981. 
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Billerica’s Representative to the Lowell Regional 
Transit Authority Advisory Board is Ms. Ann M. 
Mulcahy, who also serves as Clerk of the Board.

OFFICE OF TAX COLLECTOR 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The following is the report of the Collector of 
Taxes for 1981. 

The major accomplishment of the year was to 
compute, process and distribute fiscal year 1982 
Real Estate Tax Bills in the face of numerous dif- 
ficulties. Due to the delayed completion of State 
ordered 100% revaluation of all properties in the 
Town of Billerica it was necessary to obtain special 
permission from the State Department of Revenue to 
create estimated Real Estate Tax Bills covering the 
first half of fiscal year 1982 (July 1, 1981-December 
31, 1981). The revenue obtained from these tax col- 
lections is crucial to the funding of Town Administra- 
tion and Services. 

Additional problems included, for example, the 
new Post Office requirement that all P.O. Box 
numbers be placed on out-going mail which made it 
necessary to process hundreds of address changes 
and hand write envelopes prior to the mailing of tax 
bills. 

In 1981 the Tax Office began initial adaptation to a 
computerized system of payment posting. It has re- 
quired extra work and considerable planning to in- 
corporate this computer into our current system of 
operation. Much work is yet to be done in order for 
this computer to become an asset to this office. 

The primary goal for 1982 is to negotiate the 


necessary changes with the Arlington Trust Com- 
puter Division in order to make maximum use of the 
system's potential and to create an efficient system 
of record keeping for the future. 

For a detailed report of receipts and disburse- 
ments of the Tax Collector’s Office for Fiscal Period 
1980-1981 refer to the report of the Town Accoun- 
tant. 

The Staff of the Tax Collector's Office is as 
follows: Ethel Wright-Tax Collector, Katherine

SEWER EXTENSION COMMITTEE 


No new public sewers were constructed during 
1981 other than some house service connections. 
Private sewers were installed at various industrial 
areas, including Suburban Industrial Park, Manning 
Industrial Park and Middlesex Technology Park. 
Planning for the Town’s future needs for sewerage 
works is continuing. The engineering Facility Plan 
containing recommendations for future sewerage 
facilities for the unsewered areas of Town and for 
additional sewage treatment capacity is expected to 
be completed in early 1982. 

A “‘draft’’ Facility Plan will be submitted to the 
Town and Federal and State agencies, prior to a for- 
mal Public Hearing. Following the formal hearing, 
tentatively scheduled for Mid-March, final changes 
which may be necessary will be made and the 
adopted plan will be resubmitted to the regulatory 
agencies for approval. Concurrently, the Town 
should consider appropriating funds for final designs 
of sewers for the areas most critically in need and 
for enlarging the treatment plant. It is not certain at 
this time what, if any, Federal and/or State grant 
funds will be available to the Town for sewer design 
or construction, but it is reasonably certain that 
grant funds can be obtained for the treatment plant 
design and construction. 

Proposition 22 places a strict limitation on the 
money which cities and towns may raise and ap- 
propriate for running the community. Insofar as 
sewerage works construction for the forseeable 
future is concerned, Proposition 2% will undoubted- 
ly reduce the scope of planned sewer system exten- 
sions, or delay the necessary improvements for the 
year. Alternate methods of financing sewer system 
extensions should be investigated, such as 100% 
betterment assessments, or financing methods as 
yet undetermined, which provide the necessary 
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capital through Revenue Bonds. Whatever method 
or methods of financing are considered, a critical 
factor to be considered is the taxpayer’s and/or 
user’s ability to pay for the new facilities. 


Also during 1981 the Town’s engineer completed 
design of a new pumping station which will provide 
more reliable sludge recirculation and sludge pump- 
ing. The new structure will be located at the existing 
sewage treatment plant. The design was approved 
by the Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering and bids were received on 
November 12, 1981. Construction is expected to get 
under way early in 1982 with the aid of a $500,000 
State grant. 


The Committee along with the Engineers, pro- 
cessed for State Permits to enter the Town Sewer 
System, applications for Middlesex Technology 
Center—7 Buildings, The Medical Complex at 76 
Treble Cove Road, Spaulding and Slye—6 Industrial 
Building Complex on Manning Road, Lexington Road 
at Middlesex Turnpike—3 Buildings, 3 Office 
Buildings at the corner of Boston Road and Cook 
Street, 2 Buildings on Martin’s Land at the corner of 
Lexington Road and Middlesex Turnpike, 1 Building 
on Fortune Drive, and processed 2 proposed sub- 
divisions. 


On December 8, 1981 Special Town Meeting ap- 
propriated the sum of $20,000 to be used in conjunc- 
tion with 90 percent Federal and State grants, to 
undertake a $165,000 Sewer System Evaluation 
Survey. This survey will be aimed at pinpointing the 
location of sources of extraneous groundwater in- 
filtration and storm water intrusion into the sanitary 
sewer system. The survey will identify those sources 
which should be eliminated based on a comparison 
of the cost to eliminate versus the cost to transport 
and treat the excess water.

SOLID WASTE STUDY COMMITTEE 


The Solid Waste Study Committee was created by 
a vote of the 1980 Town Meeting with the respon- 
sibility to study the making of a recommendation to 
the Town meeting for signing a twenty year contract 
for disposing of Billerica’s solid waste at a resource 
recovery plant in North Andover. Eleven meetings 
were held and individual members did independent 
research. Legal guidance was obtained from Town 
council, Edward Owens. Meeting were held with 
U.O.P., the prime contractor for the North Andover 
site, Refuse Fuels, Inc., an operation with a land-fill 
in Haverhill with an energy use in Lawrence, and the 
owners of the Billerica Pond Street sanitary land-fill. 
Reports of studies made by several communities 
were reviewed. At the time the report was due for the 
October Town Meeting, there was insufficient ton- 
nage committed, the stand-by land-fill and rights to 
an access road to the site had not been obtained. An 
updated study of the Pond Street land fill was in pro- 
gress to be submitted to D.E.Q.E. with apparent 
evidence that a life-time extension of ten years 
would be confirmed. The proposed activity is one of 
proven technology, but some figures not final and 
with no budge item in Billerica for solid waste, an an- 
nual expenditure of $750,000 would have a drastic 
effect under the current 22 proposition. The com- 
mittee time was extended. The vote to approve was 
one for and four against. 

As the year progressed, the membership was in- 
creased by two ad hoc appointments, one appointed 
by the Conservation Commission and the Hazardous 
Waste Coordinator. This committee has been re- 
quested to act as the Hazardous Waste Committee.

WEIGHTS AND MEASURES DEPARTMENT 


A total of 429 weighing and measuring devices 
were tested and sealed during calendar year 1981 
and $1,020.00 in collected fees were deposited in 
the Town Treasurer’s Office. These figures repre- 
sent a 10% increase over last calendar year and a 
130% increase over a three year period. (186 in 
1978 vs. 429 in 1981) 

Few peaple realize the function of the Weights 
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and Measures Department. Basically, it is to annual- 
ly check, adjust, seal or condemn each and every 
weighing and measuring device used for commer- 
cial purposes in the Town. These devices are not 
limited to the scales that are normally seen by 
customers while doing their weekly shopping, such 
as those used in the meat, produce and dairy depart- 
ments. Also included are scales with measurements 
of the smallest magnitude such as those used by 
pharmacists and jewelers using drams, grams and 
scruples for weight measurements, and the scales 
that are used by food storage warehouses and the 
moving/storage companies that measure in tons. 
Gasoline pumps, fabric-and rope-measuring 
devices, propane gas dispensers, and a host of other 
devices are annually inspected. 

Twenty nine (29), or slightly over 6%, of those 
devices tested were found to be out of tolerance 
(either over or under registration) and had to be ad- 
justed or condemned. With the cost of commodities, 
especially meats, expected to increase in price in 
the coming year, a one (1) ounce error per pound for 
a 6-7 pound roast can cost the consumer or the mer- 
chant from 60° to $1.25 on a single purchase. Using 
this example, one can appreciate the value of having 
every weighing and measuring device in the Town 
checked and sealed at least one a year. This analogy 
can be applied to other everyday commodity pur- 
Chases, such as gasoline, candies, fabrics, and 
butane used in your gas grill for summer barbecues.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


| submit my first report as Superintendent of 
Schools. 1981 was a difficult year for the Billerica 
School Department. From January through June, the 
School Department attempted to make up its share 
of the deficit caused by the decrease in excise tax 
revenue to the Town as a result of Proposition 2. 
During the summer of 1981, many employees’ ser- 
vices were terminated and the operating budget for 
fiscal year 1982 contained considerably less money 
than the fiscal year 1981 budget. 

The School Committee, in a cooperative effort 
with the Town Manager and the Finance Committee, 
worked diligently to formulate a budget within the 
established guidelines of the Town and also attemp- 
ted to preserve as many programs as possible within 
these limitations. As a result, at the elementary level, 
two schools were closed, the Howe and the Talbot. 
Instructional Reading Aides were eliminated. Art, 
music, and physical education services were reduc- 
ed, as well as, library services. Intramurals were 
abolished. At the middle school level, sixth grade art 
and eighth grade music were removed from the cur- 
riculum. The Humanities Program was eliminated. 
Late bus service for students was dropped preven- 
ting some students from obtaining extra help. In- 
tramural programs also were eliminated for grades 
six through eight. At the High School the Career 
Education Department and Guidance Department 
were reduced and the whole Athletic Department 
was greatly reduced with the elimination of some 
sports and the curtailment of our freshmen teams. 

On a positive note many good things happened in 
the schools during 1981. The Title | Computer Pro- 
gram afforded students in some elementary schools 
an opportunity to obtain special assistance in the 
areas of math and reading. As computers are 
becoming more and more prominent, this exposure 
will be of great value to many of our students. 

Parent groups became more involved with the 
schools. In the elementary schools, Home and 
School Associations seemed to expand. Parents 
worked to help the schools by fund raising and 
volunteering services. In the middle schools, parent- 
teacher interaction groups were formed to create 
better undertanding and communication between 
the schools and the community. In an era of ap- 
parent apathy, it is indeed gratifying to see a return 
to family involvement. 

Basic competency tests were encouraging with 
results showing very few pupils in our schools not 
meeting basic minimal competency. Remediation 
was provided for those students below standard. 
Project Enterprise, an elementary school program 
for academically talented students, was maintained 
and a middie school Mentorship Program was in- 
itiated to afford further opportunities for these 
students as they reach grade six and grade seven. 
Plans are to continue expansion of this program 
through grade eight in 1982. 

Our Music Program continued to do well with the 
combined middle school bands and choruses receiv- 
ing accolades and recognition at the State House 
from the Governor. The High School Band and Color 
Guard are so well known for their proficiency that an 
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invitation has been extended to them to participate 
in the 1982 Tournament of Roses Parade. Although 
the staff deserves great praise for these ac- 
complishments, not enough can be said for the 
parental organization, the Friends of Music. This 
tireless group of parents has been the driving force 
that has encouraged staff and students to receive 
recognition. 

The Athletic Department had an excellent overall 
win and loss record. The High School was in second 
place in the contest for the Dalton Trophy. This 
award is given to the High School with the best 
overall accomplishments for all sports. Once again, 
a parental group, the Athletic Boosters Club is to be 
commended for its hard work in fund raising to help 
all the athletes at the High School. 

1981 saw the retirement of Mr. William H. Flaher- 
ty as Superintendent of Schools after serving the 
Town of Billerica as Assistant Superintendent from 
1964 and Superintendent since 1974. 

Mr. Edward A. Kazanjian announced his resigna- 
tion in December 1981 to go to the private sector. 

Mrs. Catherine Torre, Kennedy School Principal, 
retired after thirty-six years serving the Town. 

Mr. Francis (Lester) Shaughnessy retired as Atten- 
dance Officer after serving since 1948. 

Mrs. Lillian Mucci, Supervisor of Cafeterias, also 
retired after eight years. 

Many employees left due to retirement.

TECHNICAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 


SUPERINTENDENT-DIRECTOR’S REPORT 


The year 1981 started with various actions taken 
by the School Committee in order to comply with the 
new Proposition 2’. In order to keep our expenses 
to a minimum, economic measures were enacted by 
the School Committee. It was felt essential to have 
any supplementary programs be self-supporting. 
This would affect the adult education program, sum- 
mer school and the afternoon program. The summer 
school program was limited to students from the five 
towns who were required to take make-up courses. 
The charges for these courses were such that they 
covered the salaries of the teachers as well as other 
costs and effected considerable savings over the 
previous year. The adult education program for the 
fall of 1981 generated a cost of $60.00 for a 60 hour 
program with approximately 375 adults participating 
in a number of courses. The situation in adult educa- 
tion is that the residents of the five towns are ap- 
preciative of the need to economize and are willing 
to pay the cost of running these programs. 


BUDGET 

In the spring, meetings were held with finance 
committees from the various towns to discuss the 
upcoming Shawsheen Tech budget for the year 
1981-82. Since this budget reflected a 15% cut over 
the previous year and, notwithstanding our enroll- 
ment was increasing, the situation caused a con- 
siderable challenge to the administrative staff to 
maintain the high quality of education. In line with 
the requirements of the legislative act, Proposition 
22, the administration and the School Committee 
worked together in order to be certain that we would 
comply with the requirements. The budget was sub- 
mitted to the five towns and, since it reflected the 
cuts that were requested, the line item was approv- 
ed at all town meetings. Preliminary discussions 
were held in the fall and early winter of this year for 
the upcoming budget for the school year 1982-83. 
The School Committee is cognizant of the fact that 
with increased numbers, it will be impossible to cut 
any staff. However, we do anticipate that budget 
cuts will have to be made in order to conform to the 
guidelines that have been established. 


ENROLLMENT 

September of this year saw an unusual situation 
due to the fact that we have absorbed the approx- 
imately 160 students who were in the afternoon pro- 
gram this past year, as well as an additional 50 


students into the incoming 9th grade. As a result, the 
population of the school is at the highest it has ever 
been, 1776 students. Although this has resulted in 
every teaching station being filled in the shops and 
an increase in class size for the academic programs, 
our greatest concern was the fact that the school 
was not designed for that large number of students 
and there have been problems of overcrowded cor- 
ridors during passing time between periods. This 
matter has been reviewed with both Captain Mason, 
the Safety Officer at the Billerica Fire Department, 
and the Building Inspector for the town of Billerica, 
Mr. McMahan. We hope to keep a close watch on 
this situation in order to protect the students from 
possible injury during the times that this over- 
crowded condition exists. In order to accommodate 
students in the classrooms, additional furniture was 
needed, most of which came from the local schools. 


BASIC SKILLS 

In accordance with the state regulations, all 9th 
grade students were given the basic skills test with 
the following results: 78% of the students achieved 
minimum standard in reading; 85% in mathematics; 
94% in writing. The standards were established 
through a Basic Skills Committee that was formed to 
oversee the basic skills policy. 


GIFTED AND TALENTED 

Since the inception of the school, we have always 
made provisions for those students who are categor- 
ized as Special Needs and may have some handicap 
to overcome. By contrast, we have also recognized 
the fact that above average students should be en- 
couraged to fully utilize their abilities in every way 
possible. To expedite this, we have developed 
special programs that are intensive in nature and are 
designed for those high-ability students who plan to 
become technicians or go on to higher education. 


STUDENT PROJECTS 

The students in the various departments of the 
school have engaged in remodeling projects that are 
beneficial to the respective towns and also provide 
good training to students in their specific skills. This 
year saw the completion of the remodeling of the ad- 
ministrative offices at the Center School in Burl- 
ington, installation of a new lavatary facility and 
building of a ramp for the handicapped at the 
Billerica Town Hall. The yearly house building pro- 
ject was unique in that the students under the direc- 
tion of their instructors, built a specially designed 
solar house in Tewksbury. The house was completed 
in early summer and an open house was held in June 
which attracted some 1400 people. The various 
shops participating in the completion of this house 
included carpentry, masonry, plumbing, electrical 
and metal fabrication. 


ADULT TRAINING PROGRAMS 

During the summer we started the first programs 
especially designed for adults. Project Summer was 
designed for training adults in the areas of word pro- 
cessing and as computer data entry operators. Pro- 
ject PAT was designed to train unemployed adults in 
office practices consisting of shorthand, accounting, 
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typing and office machines. Project CAP is a com- 
puter application program held for six months to 
train COBOL Programmers. This project was design- 
ed especially for those teachers and municipal 
employees who lost their jobs. 


OPERATING EFFICIENCY 

Two major factors have been identified with im- 
proving the operating efficiency of the school: Com- 
puterized control of energy became operational in 
February. This system consists of a number of sen- 
sors located around the building which direct the 
signals to the computer controlling the heating 
system. Secondly, an updated telephone system has 
been installed which makes it possible to more 
closely monitor all calls being made within the 
school. At present we are developing plans for a 
Copy Center in the area adjoining the Graphic Arts 
Department. This center will be operated by person- 
nel from the Graphic Arts Department and will help 
teachers in making the material available which they 
require as part of their teaching program. It is 
hopeful that early next year this center will become 
operational. 


CHAPTER 74 EVALUATION 

Early this year we were visited by Mr. Ghernot 
Knox and Mr. Joseph DeRosa, Supervisors from the 
State Division of Occupational Education. They 
made a complete evaluation of the school. The 
evaluators recommended that all of the programs be 
given continued approval. 


ADVISORY COMMITTEES 

Both the General Advisory Committee, which 
represents a cross-section of residents of the five 
towns, and the Craft Advisory Committee which is 
made up of individuals who are experts in their 
respective areas, met at various times during the 
year and provided valuable recommendations for 
the maintaining of the high standards of quality in 
vocational education. 


GRADUATION 

Graduation was held this year on June 6 at the 
Shriners Auditorium in Wilmington. There were 375 
seniors who graduated and the exercises were 
witnessed by some 5000 parents and friends. Of the 
375 seniors who graduated, almost all went to work 
in their respective skills. The 1981 graduating class 
had a total earning capacity of almost three million 
dollars which will be infused back into the local com- 
munities. 

This year has seen an increased concern on the 
part of training and retraining adults in various voca- 
tional programs and the increased interest on the 
part of high school students to attend Shawsheen 
Tech. At no time since the opening of the school 
have we been able to accommodate all the students 
who have applied to this school. Although some of 
the towns have shown a loss of students, the interest 
in Shawsheen Tech has been consistently high. This 
is understandable since the placement record of our 
graduates and the reputation that Shawsheen Tech 
has established with business and industry has been 
of the highest quality. Notwithstanding the over- 


crowded conditions and the cuts made due to the 
economy, all of us on the staff at Shawsheen Tech 
feel this is a challenge to continue in every way to 
make Shawsheen Tech operate as successfully as it 
has been in the past. 


LOOKING AHEAD 

We find that, with the establishment of the Lahey 
Clinic, the expansion of facilities by Computervision, 
Micro-Wave Associates and GCA, and others, and 
the proposed new facility for the Boston Globe, 
building of three large R & D establishments on the 
corner of Cook Street and Boston Road, and addi- 
tional electronic facilities to be built on nearby Alex- 
ander Road, indications are that the future for Shaw- 
sheen Tech and its involvement with new and ex- 
panding industries has become more and more 
significant.

tee were held the second and fourth Tuesdays of the 
month. Special meetings were called by the Chair- 
man as the need arose. The time and place of all 
meetings are duly posted by the District Town Clerks 
at least forty-eight hours in advance. Unless other- 
wise noted, the meetings are held at the school 
facility located at 100 Cook Street, Billerica. These 
meetings are open to the public, and residents of the 
District are welcome to attend. 

It was a pleasure serving again as Chairman of 
the Shawsheen Valley Regional School Committee. 
It was a busy year for the Committee, and as Chair- 
man, | would like to relate to you some of the issues 
we had to face. 

Shawsheen has taken the 2’ situation in stride 
by making adjustments in its operation. The ASTP 
Program (afternoon program) was cancelled for the 
school year 1981-82 due to Proposition 2’. These 
students were accepted into the regular day pro- 
gram. This did pose some overcrowding in the begin- 
ning of the school year, but it has worked out and 
things are running smoothly. 160 students were in- 
volved in this transition. 

Adult Education was tried on a self-supporting 
basis with 400 adults participating. It has become 
another success story, offering 23 different pro- 
grams four evenings a week. The most popular are 
Word Processing, Automotive, Masonry, Data Pro- 
cessing and Medical Assistant. 

In recognition of the needs of business and in- 
dustries, our Area Coordinator, in his fourth year, 
developed an Electronics Technicians Computer 
Operators Training Program (ETCO) at no cost to the 
District due to a Federal Grant. Also, Project PAT, 
Placement, Assessment and Testing, assisted area 
residents in finding employment. The eight week 
course provided training in shorthand, filing, accoun- 
ting, and word processing. Every effort is being 
made to offer retraining programs to adults who, for 
One reason or another, have lost employment. 

Family Swim Programs are offered to the five sen- 
ding towns on Monday through Friday evenings from 
8:00 p.m. to 9:30. Throughout the year at a minimal 
cost, swimming lessons were also offered, aS was 
the Red Cross Safety Instructors’ course. 

Since no money was provided for the operation of 
summer school, this program was also made self- 
sustaining. Make-up by students, being necessary at 
times, lent merit to this program. Summer school ran 
for six weeks and a Vocational Introductory Program 
was also offered for special needs students during 
this period. 

Graduation was held in the Shriners’ Auditorium 
again this year to a packed house. The guest 
speaker was Channel 5’s Meteorologist, Dick Albert. 
A large number of students received awards and 
scholarships for further education. 

The Student Advisory Committee met with the 
School Committee throughout the year and made 
meaningful contributions to the operation of the 
school, for which the Committee was grateful. Each 
year a Red Cross Bloodmobile is sponsored by the 
Student Council as well as numerous other wor- 
thwhile projects. The students also took 1st, 2nd and 
3rd prizes at a State-wide VICA competition. 

The Boss System, a means of controlling opera- 


tional costs, is in full service and beginning to show 
results. 

The first Solar House building project was under- 
taken this past year involving 90 students of the 
District—another success story of which they can 
be proud. The students also erected ramps for the 
physically handicapped and numerous other pro- 
jects throughout the communities. 

' To keep abreast with industry, the School Commit- 
tee saw it necessary to upgrade areas within the 
school such as the Computer Shop with the addition 
of Word Processing equipment and a new DEC 20 
computer. The Machine Shop and Electronics Shop 
were also revamped. 

Twice in the past year it became necessary to 
honor a Fuel Adjustment request from the SVT Bus 
Service, Inc. Recently we have been reviewing the 
budget for the coming year, with a ‘‘no increase’”’ 
theme. The Public Hearing and acceptance of the 
budget will take place in January of 1982. 

To the District Towns we offer our gratitude for 
their assistance and support, without which we 
could not survive. The School Committee expresses 
its thanks to the faculty and staff of the Shawsheen 
Valley Technical High School for their cooperation 
throughout the year, and to the student body for their 
continuing effort in making Shawsheen the number 
one school in the country. Last but not least, to the 
School Committee members, my co-workers, for 
their assistance to me throughout the past year, a 
grateful Thank You.
